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Cemetery Tour On Weekend 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


The ghosts of Andover’s past will come 
to life on a walking tour of three of the 
town’s historic cemeteries on Saturday, 
Sept. 24, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

Sponsored by the Andover Historical 
Society and led by curator of education 
Barbara Thibault, the group will meet at 
the society’s 97 Main St. headquarters, 
the Amos Blanchard House, to view a 
slide introduction to Andover’s ancient 
burying grounds. Participants will then 
tour the cemeteries at Christ Church, 
South Church and Phillips Academy, 
guided by members of the socety’s pres- 
ervation committee. The event is open to 
the public. There is a small admission 
fee. Registration can be made by calling 
the society or in person the morning of 
the tour. Raindate is October 15. 

Full of folk art and poetry as well as 
valuable historic information, the old bur- 
ying grounds of Andover tell the story of 
the people who lived here. Some, like 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, achieved world 
renown. Others were locally prominent, 
like Capt. Benjamin Ames, who led And- 
over’s minutemen into battle at Bunker 
Hill. The majority were like most of us, 
goodwife and deacon, farmer and banker, 
teacher and shopkeeper, whose stories 
have knit together to form the fabric of 
this community for more than 300 years. 

An early gravestone marks the burying 
place of Ann Blanchard, who died in 1723. 
Although the town was founded in 1646, 
most burials took place at Andover’s first 
church, the North Parish Meeting House, 
now North Andover. Even there, howev- 
er, there are few first-period gravesites. 
Scholars theorize that early grave mark- 
ers may have been made of wood, ex- 
plaining why they no longer exist. 

Eighteenth-century gravestones rep- 
resent the high point of gravestones as 
folk art. Death’s heads of fearsome as- 


pect slowly evolved into less threatening 
winged souls, perhaps mirroring theologi- 
cal changes occurring in New England. A

38 Teachers Join Andover Schools 


Kindergarteners aren’t the only ones 
new to the Andover school system. There 
are also many new teachers joining the 
faculty. 

Thirty eight have joined the total teach- 
ing staff of 350. 

“The turnover is somewhat higher than 
last year,” said Mary Lyman, school per- 
sonnel director. 

Several factors contributed to the turn- 
over rate, which is about 10 percent, Ly- 
man said. Hight new positions were 
created due to the reorganization of the 
schools and the growing number of stu- 
dents in the elementary schools. 

Staff relocation, an increase in the 
number of retirements, requested leave 
of absences and career changes have also 
contributed to the turnover, she said. 

A 10-percent increase is the estimated 
turnover rate for the next five years, said 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. Kenneth 
Seifert.

For lots of us September is the begin- 
ning of a new year. It is even a time for 
resolutions as well as new beginnings in 
many areas of our lives. Maybe this is the 
time for you to become an active member 
of Andover Recycling Inc. 

Andover Recycling is a private non- 
profit corporation whose purpose is to run 
Andover’s recycling programs and pro- 
mote recycling of all kinds. We hire the 
contractor who picks up newspapers, 
magazines, junk mail and folded card- 
board every other week on your trash 
day. And we do get the glass collection 
bin down in the parking lot near Town 
Offices once a month (this month it will 
be Sept. 24 from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m.). 

We sell the newspaper collected and 
with that money and a subsidy from the 
town, pay the contractor. The town con- 
tributes because it is still cheaper per ton 
of waste than to truck that amount to the 
incinerator. We serve two purposes: im- 
proving the environment and saving tax 
money. 

We lobbied to have permissive legis- 
lation for mandatory recycling passed at 
Town Meeting and are ready to ask that it 
be enforced as soon as better markets for 
recycled goods can be found. 

I’m sure there are those who believe in 
recycling or are just beginning to realize 
how necessary it is to think of more and 
better ways to recycle. We need you. We 
need to do more and we need more of you 
to help do it. We need more aggressive 
publicity, more citizens to recycle, more 
pressure to get town cooperation; partic- 
ularly in the area of glass recycling; 
more education programs for the next 
generation. We need more brains working 
on this subject. We need more lobbyists 
for less packaging and, therefore, less 
trash. We need more hands for stuffing 
recycling calendars into the tax bills. We 
need more arms and legs to help dump

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The American Red Cross is appealing to eligible 
members of the community to donate blood as soon 
as possible to alleviate a very serious shortage. 

According to Mark A. Popovsky, M.D., medical di- 
rector of the American Red Cross Blood Services - 
Northeast Region, “The blood supply in our region, 
which serves all of Massachusetts and Maine, has 
been at or below a critical level for several months. 
At this time the demand for blood to treat hospital 
patients is high and cannot be met unless the public 
comes forward.” 

Popovsky stressed, “Blood can only come from 
people—it cannot be manufactured. It is easy to take 
the blood supply for granted, but those who have 
needed blood at one time or another know just how 
precious that resource is.”’ 

He described the critical level as a point at which 
hospitals no longer have in reserve an adequate sup- 
ply of blood to meet transfusion needs. Hospitals 
might have to consider postponing elective surgery 
when blood supplies become as low as they are now. 

The Red Cross collects approximately 1,200 units of 
blood each day to meet transfusion needs in the 
northeast region. ‘‘We need 3,000 additional blood do- 
nations this week above and beyond the normal daily 
goal to replenish the blood supply,’’ Popovsky ex- 
plained. 

“The Red Cross maintains a reserve supply of

We are presently dip- 
ping into that supply to meet day-to-day needs for 
blood, which is a highly unusual situation. 


“We are calling upon those who donate blood on a 
regular basis and those who have never donated 
blood before to call the Red Cross and schedule a 
donation appointment this week,”’ he said. ‘‘While all 
blood types are in short supply, there is a particular 
need for group O blood as this is the type most com- 
monly transfused in an emergency situation.”’ 


To be eligible to donate blood one must be in good 
health; at least 18 years old (17 with a signed Ameri- 
can Red Cross parental/guardian consent form); 
weigh at least 110 pounds; have no history of hepatitis 
or of exposure to the AIDS virus; and not be in a risk 
group for AIDS. '

scind a 1979 decision that allowed the 
North Andover incinerator to operate 
under old air standards that were passed 
in 1975 while the GLSD facility was under 
construction. 


By incinerating waste and dumping the 
ashes in local state-approved ash pits, the 
GLSD kept disposal bills down to about 
$10 per ton, George said. 


The district might save money through 
the use of a new technology that combines 
waste materials with cement and silicone 
and turns it into evironmentally safe 
landfill cover, George said. 


The process, called naturite, was 
approved by the DEQE last week. The 
GLSD must still seek DEQE backing for a 
landfill site.

Church Uses Survey 
Results To Find Out 


Why People Stay Home 


Why do people stay home from church on Sunday? How could 
a church get people to attend? 

If you were a businessman, you would probably approach that 
question like any other marketing problem. You'd do a survey. 

That’s exactly what businessmen William Watson and Warren 
Cormier did as they prepared to start BrookRidge Community 
Church, slated to open Sunday at 10:30 a.m. at West Elementary 
School. 

Watson, formerly an AT&T manufacturing resources planning 
manager from North Andover, and Cormier, an Ipswich resident 
and president of the Boston Research Group, surveyed North 
Shore residents who don’t attend church. 

They learned that people stay home on Sunday because “‘the 
services are predictable and boring;’’ “the church doesn’t meet 
my needs;” “I am unable to relate to the message and the 
music;”’ ‘I am made to feel guilty.’’ 

They also found that 70 percent said they would attend a 
church that overcame these problems. 

“After reading the responses it is clear most people feel that 
church is not saying anything that is relevant to them, that will 
make a difference in their real issues and struggles, and so 
they’re not willing to make the effort to attend,”’ Watson said. 

Armed with that information and more, Watson and Cormier 
planned a new congregation modeled after the innovative 
WillowCreek Community Church in South Barrington, Ill., a 
church that grew to more than 12,000 attenders in just 11 years. 

Drama and contemporary music will be featured at every 
service, according to Watson. ‘‘Our philosophy will be to use 
drama and the performing arts to more powerfully, relevantly 
and honestly present the message.”’ The sermons will focus on 
ne eanaay concerns of a hypothetical businessperson and the 

amily. 

“The services must have high user value. When people attend 
they will be asking, ‘What value does my being here have for my 
life?’ ”’ he said. 

Watson brings not only management skills but experience as a 
pastor, church youth leader and Bible teacher. About two dozen 
volunteers, a professional theater consultant, music director and 
administrative secretary have added their diverse talents. 

Will the WillowCreek model work in New England? 

Watson will have a better idea some time after Sunday.

Sukot is the holiday of ecology, accord- 
ing to the staff of Temple Emanuel of 
Andover. ‘‘Every symbol and message of 
the Sukot series of holidays cooperate to 
make the Jew conscious of nature and the 
world,’’ they said. 

Steeped in the agricultural origins of 
the Israeli people, Sukot represented the 
gathering of the autumnal harvest in bib- 
lical times. ‘‘As the Jewish people 
evolved from a nation of farmers to a na- 
tion of scholars and city-dwellers, the es- 
sential celebration of God’s universe - 
manifested itself increasingly in obser- 
vances and rituals which reminded them 
of the world of nature,’’ staffer said. 
“Thus, Sukot is a festival for moderns 
yearning to return to agricultural origins, 
yet prevented from doing so by the walls 
of advanced technology.” 

The symbol of Sukot is the thatched, 
flimsy hut build in commemoration, tra- 
dition says, of the rapidly built shelters 
required by desert wanderings. Philso- 
phers Philo and Maimonides said the su- 
kah, small hut, was to remind the 
comfortable, secure Jew of the misfor- 
tunes of those in poverty and want. 

“The temporary quality of the sukah 
was to be a yearly reminder that security 
will not be found in what appears to be 
firm, but is really fleeting,”’ temple staff 
said. “It lies in love of man and apprecia- 
tion of God’s universe.” 

Sukot Festival services will be held at 
Temple Emanuel on Haggetts Pond Road 
Sunday Sesvneing, Sept. 25, at 8:15 p.m. 
and Monday, Sept. 26, at 10:30 a.m.

Schools To Hire New Teacher 


Parents Tell Committee Sanborn Third-Grade Classes Too Big 


As far as the parents of San- 
born Elementary School third- 
graders were concerned, the 
math was simple. 

School board policy, which sets 


_a level of 23 students to one teach- 


er, was fine. But class sizes of 
27:1, 30:1 or even 32:1 for Sanborn 
third-graders are completely un- 
acceptable, a group of about 20 
angry parents told the school 
board Tuesday night. 

After listening to both parents 
and district administrators, who 
recommended three classrooms 
for 75 students plus eight special 
education children, the board 
voted 5-0 to hire another teacher 
to open an additional class. 

e problems for administra- 
tors were twofold. First, eight stu- 
dents with learning disabilities 
were to be added to third-grade 
classes under a new “mains- 
treaming”’ program. Also, reluc- 
tant to separate special education 
students, the district kept the 
group together for social studies 
and science classes, raising the 
teacher-pupil ratio in those rooms 
to 32:1. Some special education 
students were split off to math

classes pending progress evalua- 
tion, at least temporarily increas- 
ing ratios there to 27:1 and 30:1. 

To alleviate overcrowding, ad- 
ministrators asked for additional 
classroom aides. ‘‘It is our recom- 
mendation that we increase aide 
time, monitor (the classrooms) 
during the first quarter and re- 
port back to you,” said Lois Has- 
lam, assistant superintendent of 
curriculum. 

With teacher aides present, 
both Haslam and Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Kenneth Seifert 
said the classrooms would be un- 
der the board’s 23:1 ratio policy. 

The reaction from parents was 
strong and swift. Add another tea- 
cher, another classroom to lower 
the student-teacher ratio, they im- 
plored the board. 

“We are not asking for some- 
thing totally outrageous,’ said 
Maria Bartlett. ‘Classrooms of 
18, 19 students, that sounds low, 
but when you look at the alterna- 
tives, there is no alternative as 
far as we can See. 

“Twenty-seven to 30 children is 
unacceptable.”

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class, said Laura Collins, ‘‘but 
isn’t that just too many people to 
fit into that (size) room?” she 
asked. 

“We have a responsibility to 
succeed’’ in educating children, 
said Marge Bradshaw. “You 
could destroy children if you don’t 
give them an environment to suc- 
ceed.” 

After listening to Sanborn par- 
ents, the board came to a quick 
decision. 

“J think we should adhere to 
the 23:1 policy and add a fourth 
section (class),’’ said board mem- 
ber Susan Poore. 

Board member Margo Tilgh- 
man agreed, adding that ‘‘the bot- 
tom line is we want to implement 
mainstreaming under the best cir- 
cumstances possible.” 

When Chairman Donald Robb 
announced the unanimous vote 
approving the additional teacher, 
an audible sigh of relief came 
from the audience, many calling 
out thanks to the board. 

Seifert indicated the new teach- 
er would be hired in about one 
week.

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Court Reverses 


Planners’ Vote 


The Massachusetts Land Court 
overturned a town planning board 
decision that would have prevented 
a local church from building on land 
in West Andover. 

Last week, the court found that a 
1975 board vote limiting an 1l-acre 
parcel off Chandler Road to one sin- 
gle-family residence was illegal. 

This spring, the current board 
had upheld the 1975 decision, 
agreeing that wetlands in and 
around the site could be endangered 
by construction of the church and a 
Bible school also planned for the 
property by the New England Bible 
Ch 


urch. 

With the land located at busy 
Chandler Road near Route 495, the 
board members were also concerned 
about traffic and safety issues. 

Reginald Marden, a lawyer for 
the New England Bible Church, den- 
ied that traffic safety was a prob- 
lem, arguing that the church’s hours 
were limited to off-rush hours. 

After the denial, New England Bi- 
ble filed a lawsuit against Andover, 
parish members claiming a church 
had the freedom to build anywhere 
in town, regardless of zoning. 

However, the court ruled solely on 
the legality of the 1975 planning 
board decision. 

The New England Bible Church 
must now continue through the per- 
mit process. 

The church also made news re- 
cently when church leaders called 
for the parish to protest the opening 
of The Last Temptation of Christ at 
the Showcase Cinemas in Lawrence. 


Primary Voter 
Turnout Low 


In one of the lowest voter turnouts 
in state election history, a total of 1,- 
007 Andover voters participated in 
the state primary election last 
Thursday. 

Of the total, 650 were Democrats 
and 357 cast ballots on the Republi- 
can side. 

State Rep. Susan Tucker of And- 
over, running unopposed for another 
two-year term, was the top vote get- 
ter in the primary with 533 votes. 

On the Democrat side, Gerald 
Grasso, Andover High teacher, was 
given 376 votes in his bid for nomi- 
nation for a seat on the County Com- 
mission. Grasso finished fifth 
overall throughout the county with 
Lawrence’s Marguerite Kane being 
the succesful candidate in that race. 

On the Republican side, William 
Melahn, Andover attorney, received 
333 votes in his bid for nomination to 
oppose State Sen. Patricia McGov- 
ern in the November final election.

Hit ‘Em Again 


Well, Andover’s administrative structure has 
resolved another difficult financial issue. 

Faced with the problem of increased costs to 
maintain the town’s sewer system, due to prob- 
lems at the Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
Plant, selectmen this week reluctantly did what 
they always do to solve such problems, call upon 
the taxpayers to bear the burden. 

The board, acting as the town’s sewer commis- 
sioners, already had increased the sewer rates by 
25 per cent in May. 

But, now the town is faced with further cost 
increases at the GLSD, where the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) has shut down incinerators which used 
to burn sludge from the plant. 

Compelled to haul the sludge to a Fall River 
location, the GLSD will pass these costs on to the 
pexticipating communities which are Andover, 
North Andover, Lawrence, Methuen and Salem, 
N.H. 

Andover has become the first to act on the fi- 
nancial plight. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, in recom- 
mending the increase to selectmen Monday 
night, noted that while other communities will 
probably wait until the cost is definite, by ap- 
proving the increase now, the town will be in a 
position to pay the added costs which are sure to 
be forthcoming. 

There has been no mention of the fact that, 
indeed, there could be some funds in the free cash 
account to assist the taxpayers of Andover in 
overcoming this unforseen expenditure. 

Neither has there been any mention of the fact 
that by collecting these funds now and putting 
them in an interest-bearing account, there will be 
some cash available somewhere along the line 
come next year when annual budget planning 
gets underway. 

No, it is simply the typical Andover way of re- 


sponding to a financial problem. 

And, simple is the proper word. 

The best way to respond to any problem deal- 
ing with town finances is not to be creative, just 
place the burden on those who are privileged to 
live here. 

Whether it be through the process of user fees, 
permit cost increases, water rate hikes, or what- 
ever, the easiest solution to the problem is go to 
the taxpayers. 

A booklet arrived this week from a state agen- 
cy outlining the various methods which have 


been used by some municipalities to overcome |. 
the constraints imposed by the adoption of Propo- - 


sition 2% several years ago, with the most promi- 
nent being to either ask for an override at town 
meeting in the case of towns, to council action in 
the case of cities. 


Here in Andover, there has been no necessity to 
petition for an override, through the administra- 
tive genius of applying the various alternative 
oe methods of fees which has been most pop- 

ar. 

This current move of increasing sewer assess- 
ments is a bit much, resulting as it does in a total 
25 per cent increase within a six-month period. 

The town is told that the overall cost is not that 
much, reducing the information to a basic rate. 
What is not said is the total cost over a quarterly 
or annual period. 


In actuality, Andover residents should be get- 
ting rather tired and fed up with the annual tax 
contribution, coupled with the added tack-ons as 
devised by our administrators. 

The time seems ripe for some creative man- 
agement to cope with the increased costs of mu- 
nicipal operation, rather than simply looking at a 
financial problem and passing it on to those who 
only want to live a comfortable, affordable life in 
their chosen community.

Four artists have been selected to de- 
sign and fabricate sculptural and envi- 
ronmental elements for Merrimack 
Riverfront Park, a new $6.5 million state 
park which will be located in Lawrence. 

The artists, selected by a panel of arts 
professionals based on a review of their 
past work, are New Hampshire sculptor 
Malcolm Cochran and New York sculp- 
tors Jackie Ferrara, James Ford and 
Mary Ann Unger. 

Working in collaboration with the Cam- 
bridge landscape architectural firm of 
Moriece & Gary, Inc., the artists will de- 
sign park gateways, a secnic overlook pa- 
vilion, footbridges and other park 
amentiites. The project is being coordi- 
nated by Boston’s UrbanArts, Inc., a non- 
profit organization that designs and 
implements programs which integrate 
the arts into publie spaces. 

The park will also include a community 
boating facility, new swimming area, ten- 
nis and basketball courts and a children’s 
playground. 

The new one-and-one-half mile park is 
funded by the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Management and is ex- 
pected to be completed in 1990. 

Cochran has exhibited his work 
throughout the eastern United States. His 
sculptures are included in several New 
England musuem collections and have 
been permanently installed in parks in 
Georgia, New York and Vermont. He will 
design entrance gates to the new park. 

Ferrara has exhibited her work 
throughout the United States and in Eu- 
rope. Her sculptures are included in col- 
lections at the Dallas Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Indianapolis Museum of Art, the 
National Collection of Fine Art in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and New York’s Guggen- 
heim Museum, Metropolitan Museum of 
Art and Museum of Modern Art. She has 
also created outdoor sculptures for plazas 
and parks in Florida, Georgia, Illinois, 
Missouri, New York and Ohio. She will 
work with Moriece & Gary, Inc. to design 
a new use for a former swimming pool 
and bathhouse in the Riley Park section 
of the park. 

Ford, who will design footbridges and 
the boardwalk which will run through a 
scenic wetland area of the park, has ex- 
hibited his sculptures throughout the 
United States and in northern Europe. His 
artworks are included in several cor- 
porate and public collections, including 
those of AT&T, Sony Corp., Los Angeles 
Municipal Art Gallery, La Jolla Museum 
of Contemporary Art and the University 
of California. 

Sculptures by Unger have been perma- 
nently installed in private parks in 
Maryland, New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
and are included in several corporate and 
public collections in the eastern United 
States. She will create a pavilion-like 
sculpture for a scenic overlook which 
stands 70 feet above the Merrimack Riv- 
er.

About the only thing the Andover National Little League All-Stars have yet 
to do is make a movie. 

_But, the way things are progressing for this town’s most notable celeb- 
rities (move over Jay Leno, Robert Urich and Bill Buckner), don’t bet 
against seeing them on the silver screen in the near future. 

This past Monday night the Nationals and their coaches, Jim Arnold, Red 
Harris and John Murphy, completed an incredible 10-day stretch of activ- 
ities that may have been more exciting than their impressive run to the 
World Series in Williamsport. 

The crowded itinerary rivaled that of any foreign dignitary or Pope or who 
ever visited this country, not to mention current presidential candidates 
Dukakis and Bush. 

The Nationals were guests of honor at the Boston College-Cincinnati foot- 
ball game, had a horse race at Rockingham Park named after them, spent 
close to an hour on the field with the pennant-bound Boston Red Sox prior to 
a game with the Baltimore Orioles at Fenway Park, were introduced to 50,- 
000 fans and a national televison audience before the New England Patriots- 


_ Buffalo Bills contest last Sunday at Sullivan Stadium, were treated to a 


banquet at Backstreet Monday evening, and received some gorgeous awards 
at the Andover Selectman’s meeting after the banquet. 

And it ain’t over yet, folks. 

Coaches Arnold, Harris and Murphy will be featured guests at the weekly 
Bosox Luncheon Sept. 27, and next month the team will gather at the And- 
over Marriott for a huge gala “Breakup Dinner.”’ 

The festivities for the sixth best Little League team in the universe began 
Saturday, Sept. 10 when their names were posted on the scoreboard at Bos- 
ton College’s Alumni Field during the Eagles’ 41-7 rout of Cincinnati. 

This particular piece of recognition was especially significant to coach 
Red Harris, a former BC star quarterback who set many school records 
later surpassed by Doug Flutie. 

Things began to heat up the following afternoon at Rockingham Park in 
Sea N.H., site of the 1988 ‘‘Andover National Little League Sweepstakes 

ace.” 


It figures because Greenwell and the Nationals have much in common. 
Both “Gator’’ and the All-Stars are young, aggressive and approach the 
game in a businesslike manner. 

“We told all the kids before we went on the field not to shove pieces of 
paper in front of the Red Sox players (for autographs),’’ explained Arnold. 
“Tf they were willing to sign, fine. Otherwise don’t press it. 

“When they first saw Greenwell he was about to run some sprints. He was 
kind of short with them, telling them he didn’t want to be bothered then. But 
when he came in from running he stopped, took the time to explain to them 
he was a little uptight and pre-occupied because the Yankees were coming to 
town the next night. Then he signed autographs for every kid. 

“Tt wasn’t something he really had to do, but I think it showed what kind of 
person he is. It meant a lot to the kids. 

“Of course, that was the night he went out and hit for the cycle (single, 
double, triple and homerun),”’ added Arnold. ‘‘That was really exciting for 
our players.” 

As for Wade Boggs, he also pulled a Jekyll and Hyde on the Eastern 
Regional champs. 

“Our kids kind of crept up to Boggs,”’ said Arnold. ‘‘He can be a standof- 
fish guy, and it’s obvious that almost everybody stays away from him before 
a game. He also had a look on his face that said ‘don’t come near me.’ 

“But when the kids got near him Boggs looked at them, they looked at 
him, and then he smiled. After that he was great, signing autographs for 
everyone.”’ es 

The Nationals’ manager also admitted that ‘‘milling around the Red Sox 
dugout and talking to the players was the thrill of a lifetime for me.’ 

The Nationals didn’t know what to expect at Sunday’s Patriots game ei- 
ther. What they got was far beyond their wildest imaginations. 

“We had the kids in uniform once again, just in case something was 
planned,” said Arnold. 

“They led us right down one of the ramps and onto the field just before the 
game. Each kid and coach then ran to the 50 yard line and introduced him- 
self.

“He was in the area when the Dover (N.H.) team went to the Series, and 
when another southern New Hampshire Senior League team made it to the 
mals. He felt those teams got shortchanged and wanted to make sure our

Sox and Pats 
What happened at the Red Sox game was a complete surprise to Arnold and 
the rest of the All-Star contingent. 

‘‘When we went there I just expected we’d have some good seats near the 
dugout to watch the game,”’ said Arnold. ‘‘I knew I was throwing out the first 
ball, but I thought it would be a little toss from the stands.” 

What actually transpired was a dream-come-true for any 12-year-old base- 
ball player, along with a 27-year-old manager who like all of us is a kid at 
heart. 

‘“‘We went on the field at 6:45 and stayed there for almost 45 minutes, right 
up until gametime,’’ said Arnold. ‘“‘They let us mingle with the players, go 
into the dugout, and then they brought everyone to the mound and let all the 
kids and their parents take pictures. 

“They (PA man Sherm Feller) announced exactly who we were, but I feel 
most of the (33,000) people there were already aware of it. The scoreboard 
camera had shots of the players walking around the whole time we were out 
there. 

“They went through the whole litany of things we’d done, and when the 
announcer finished the crowd reaction was very positive. It wasn’t just a 
‘golf clap’ (polite applause). Those people let the kids know how they felt 
about ‘em.”’ 

And then, with the fully-uniformed players in a semi-circle around the 
Fenway Park pitcher’s mound, Arnold wound up and threw the first ball to 
Sox catcher Rich Gedman. 

Was it a strike? 

“There is still an argument raging about that,”’ laughed Arnold, ‘‘but it 
looked pretty close to me.” 

The three Red Sox players who drew the most attention from the Nationals 
were Mike Greenwell, Wade Boggs and Jody Reed. 

“Greenwell is the Andover National Little League team’s idol,”’ said Ar- 
nold. ‘“‘And I guess that figures.”’

Monday’s dinner at Backstreet was hosted by new owner Alan Shulman, the 
players, coaches and parents treated to a roast beef dinner on the house. 

Then it was off to the Doherty Middle School Auditorium where the select- 
men made their contribution. 

“‘The plaques they presented each kid were really gorgeous,” said Arnold. 
‘“‘They’re the best awards we’ve received. Each had a color picture of the 
player and a list of every game result in the tournament.”

‘“‘He’s a very bright guy, and it turns out he’s also a big hockey fan so we 
had a lot to talk about. I knew all week that he was around the park (in 
Williamsport), and talking with him was a big kick for me.”’ 

Despite all the accolades thrown their way the past two weeks, heaped 
upon them after tons of praise throughout the actual tournament, the And- 
over Nationals remain their same modest, humble, unassuming selves. 

“The kids don’t even wear their’ (All-Star) jackets to school, and that’s the 
way we (coaches) want it,’’ said Arnold. 

“Tt’s already been said many times, but I have to repeat that these kids 
have been incredibly good through it all. There hasn’t been one problem. 

“From the beginning Red, Murph and I laid down the law. We kept re- 
minding them the town and their parents were bending over backwards just 
so they could play a few games this summer. And they’ve respected that 
idea. 

‘‘You can’t surprise them anymore. Not after what happened at the Red 
Sox and Patriots games. 

“Tt’s not a group about which you can tell a bunch of funny anecdotes, but 
maybe one glimpse into their character as a team was revealed after all this 
fancy stuff at the Patriots’ game.
